Budget cuts oulined for teachers 


Teachers in the Dixon Schcol District attended a 
meeting in the high school cafeteria following school ses­ 
sions Tuesday, and Stan 
Weber, superintendent of 
schools, and Dean Harrison, school board president, out­ 
lined to them projected actions of the school board in the 
face of next year’s financial deficit. 


Weber and Harrison explained to the teaching staff a 
list of projected cuts in the budget which will total close to 
$300,000. 
Although the board has not officially acted upon the 
cuts, members are generally in agreement concerning the 
budget slashes. 
The 17 areas where cuts will probably be made include; 
Savings replacing teachers, $22,500; capital outlay cuts, 


$81,000; book rentals, $15,000; delete adult education and 
summer school, $3,000; not rehiring one kindergarten 
teacher, $9,600; cutting convention travel, $21,000; cut in 
pre-school deaf program, $2,000; 
cutting 
in-service 
training, $1,800; shifting courier service to cafeteria 
operation, $3,800; realignment in special education area, 
involving director and secretary, $10,400 (may, however 
be required by state) ; cutting one nurse, $6,100; trimming 
services of psychologist, $5,000; not rehiring four (4 ) 
teacher aides, $15,000; slashing high school athletics 
budget, $20,000; realignment in industrial arts and home 
economics areas, $17,600; deleting district’s function in St. 
M ary’s School, $8,250; total, $241,850. 
The board has also directed the administration to 
slash $50 000 from the supplies category for the district, 


bringing total projected cuts to $291.850. 
Most of the teacher cuts in the slashes outlined do not 
affect the district’s teacher staff critically, for most are in 
the area of teachers who have resigned or are moving 
from the area and will simply not be replaced Those 
whose positions have been slashed have been notified. 
Weber told a Telegraph reporter. 


The superintendent noted that projected finances for 
the coming year will place the district in a favorable posi­ 
tion until next spring, when the district will probably have 
to begin issuing tax anticipation warrants to finance the 
sch(X)ls' operation until the end of the fiscal year. 
Harrison reportedly informed the teachers that the 
board is closely studying the actions concerning Borden 


property near the high school. He told them a firm has an 
option on the building complex and that the district might 
have the opportunity to acquire some of the surrounding 
land for use in a high school program. 


Harrison explained that voters have pretty well de­ 
noted that they do not want a new high school on either the 
north or south side, and prefer the present high school 
location. 
I he space problem at the high school has reached 
critical proportions, and the board has promised to pre­ 
sent to the voters of the district several alternative plans 
for solving the problem 
The board has promised full explanation of the pro­ 
posed budget slashes at its April meeting.

R E F L E C TIO N S — The cooperative reception the Illinois State 
Toll Highway Authority engineers experienced here Tuesday 
morning and the quickness that a question they asked was affirm a­ 
tively answered obviously impressed them with the aliveness of 
this community. 
In the first place they were introduced to the fact the Willett- 
Hofmann engineers were quite well aware the tollway extension is 
coming to Dixon and that they realize questions the tollway engi­ 
neers raised were to be asked and they had ready answers. 
Howard Wellman, a Willett-Hofmann engineer who works 
on sanitary sewer projects, produced maps showing some pre­ 
liminary studies for extending the city’s sewer system south of 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad tracks. 
He reported to Mayor George W. Lindquist the cost would be at 
least $200,000 and asked this reporter to say the figure is a “ rough 
preliminary estimate.” 
Even so, there is little doubt the tollway enginners were sur­ 
prised in the first few minutes of 
the conference with local people 
to learn this much information. 
Secondly, before pro­ 
ceedings had gone on for a 
very long time. Mayor Lind­ 
quist announced, “ We should 
go for extending our sewer 
and water lines as far south 
as the tollway interchange on 
III. 26. 


“ We can finance the project 
from sales tax refunds and from 
state income tax sharing,” the 
mayor went on to say. 
The tollway engineers, who 
as they entered the room and 
were told by the local folks they 
were glad to see them, breathed a 
sigh of relief as one of them said, 
“ W e’re glad to find somebody 
who is in favor of what we are do­ 
ing.” 
They further were noticeably 
pleased with the quick action 
promised on the request whether the city would extend sewer and 
water lines to the tollway to serve a tollway plaza and a mainte­ 
nance facility to be placed at the interchange here. 
As noted in other columns, Lindquist followed through and 
the City Council last night unanimously passed a resolution to 
get started on what will eventually result in construction of the 
sewer and water lines to the tollway. 
Actually, the lines will be extended under the tollway and be 
available for extension south of the road should future occasion re­ 
quire this. 
Actions like this come from the forceful and dynamic leader­ 
ship of Mr. Lindquist, who will leave office in 31 days by voluntary 
retirement, and have been commonplace for Dixon residents. 
However, watching the reaction of individuals who have 
not been accustomed to experiencing this kind of leadership 
makes one realize that though common to us, it reflects an un­ 
common demonstration of leadership. 
The action was proper and we commend the council for the 
foresight in unanimously approving this project. 
Peter Oleson, engineer for Knoerle, Bender, Stone and Associ­ 
ates, Chicago, consulting engineers retained by the Illinois State 
Toll Highway Authority whose picture appears in these columns, 
taken while he was participating in Tuesday morning’s conference 
here, said the tollway will employ 35 people who will be stationed in 
Dixon. 
He further commented on a new development. 
The original route map of the East-West Tollway extension 
showed the gravel road, one-half-mile south of Dixon, which 
connects III. 26 and U.S. 52 would be cut off near the U.S. 52 in­ 
tersection. 
Oleson Tuesday reported the road will not be cut off, but that 
the eastern end of it will be re-routed and it will intersect with U.S. 
52, north of the toll wav. 
This is apparently quite an advantage since, if it should be up­ 
graded and an exit onto it provided from 111. 26, it would make it a 
good truck route from the tollway interchange to the Industrial 
park. Trucks could leave the tollway at 111. 26. go over to U.S. 52 on 
the connecting road and then proceed to the factories in the Indus­ 
trial Park without coming down to Seventh St. and Galena Ave. to 
get to the park. 
The council action Tuesday night did not include getting 
started with extending water lines to the tollway interchange, 
but Je rry Conroy, Willett-Hofmann engineer who works with 
the Dixon Water Department, attended the Tuesday morning 
conference as did William Helfrich. superintendent. Water De­ 
partment. 
Mayor Lindquist asserted the Water Department could get 
enough funds from its capital account to finance this project. He 
also noted the project cost would be spread over two budget years. 
Others attending the Tuesday conference were Frank Bialas, a 
tollway engineer; Commissioner Jam es G. Burke, and Ed Calla­ 
han, a Willett-Hofmann engineer who is acting building official for 
the city.

Raid by S. Viet commandos 


SAIGO N (A P ) - U.S. heli­ 
copters landed a small force of 
elite South Vietnamese com­ 
mandos in southern Laos today 
for a raid on a North Vietnam­ 
ese base believed to be about 
five miles from the border. 
The North Vietnamese struck 
back about 125 miles to the 
southeast, seizing and burning 
most of the district capital of 
Due Due, 25 miles southwest of 
the northern base city of Da 
Nang. 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
told reporters at Don Ha, South 
Vietnamese headquarters, that 
the raiders “ landed five min­ 
utes ago and attacked a North 


Vietnamese base in Base Area 
611. Operation Lam Son 719 is 
still going on and the South 
Vietnamese arm y is still on the 
attack, despite the pullback of 
some units into Vietnam .” 
Lam Son 719 was the code 
name for the 22,000-man South 
Vietnamese 
drive 
into 
Laos 
now ended. The base area he 
referred to is south of the re­ 
gion 
swept 
during 
the 
in­ 
cursion. 
Two battalions of North Viet­ 
namese troops carried out the 
attack on Due Due, launching a 
heavy barrage and ground at­ 
tack Sunday night and seizing 
and holding most of the town 


Monday and 
Tuesday. 
They 
were withdrawing today. 
At least 200 Vietnamese civil­ 
ians were reported killed or 
wounded, and 18 regional m i­ 
litiamen were killed and 36 
wounded. 
Field reports said about 1,000 
houses were burned but the 
North Vietnamese failed to pen­ 
etrate the U.S. district advisory 
team compound. They blew up 
the team house and a senior 
adviser’s bunker outside. One 
Am erican 
was 
wounded 
slightly. 
In the raid into Laos, U.S. 
and South Vietnamese officers 
said, the 200-300 men taking 


part were members of the elite 
Hac 
Bao or 
Black 
Panther 
Strike Force and the 1st Recon­ 
naissance Company. 
The U.S. loist Airborne D ivi­ 
sion flew them into Laos in 45 
of its Huey helicopters. Ten re 
serve 
Hueys 
and 
dozens 
of 
Cobra gunships accompanied 
the assault force to the target 
area, believed to be about five 
miles inside Laos along High 
way 922 and south of the area 
swept during the recent 
in­ 
vasion The invasion force was 
supposed to sweep the area on 
its way out of Laos, but heavy 
North 
Vietnam ese 
attacks 
forced it to abandon that part 


of the operation. 
The raid presumably will be 
a hit and run attack lasting two 
or 
three 
days, 
like 
a 
raid 
planned for two days ago but 
called off at the last minute be­ 
cause of heavy antiaircraft fire 
and poor visibility. Today’s tar­ 
get, however, appeared to be 
several miles east of the earlier 
one, which had been described 
by informed sources as “ bigger 
than a division headquarters.” 
Some U.S. sources described 
the aborted raid as a “ political- 
type operation to show that the 
South Vietnamese can go any 
place they want The objective 
was to inflict maximum casu- 


alties on the enemy with min­ 
imum friendly casualties and 
get back out.” 
Observers also believe anoth­ 
er aim is to regain some of the 
face lost when the North Viet­ 
namese drove the South Viet­ 
namese force out of Laos-

Lee County Nursing Home 
State decree forced change

The Lee County Nursing Home (LC N H ) 
which has operated since 1915 near E l den a 
has a waiting list of 50, but, according to a 
State Board of Health decree, cannot accept 
nursing patients and must be phased into a 
sheltered care home by the end of 1973. 
Presently 63 per cent of its 82 residents are 
nursing patients and this percentage must be 
reduced to 50 per cent by the end of this year, 
and be further reduced to 25 per cent by the 
end of 1972. and by the end of 1973 the home 
will not be permitted to have any nursing pa­ 
tients. 


Why? 
It fails to meet the state’s require 
merits for being licensed to operate as a nurs 
ing home. 
Because its halls are too narrow; its pa 
tient rooms are too sm all; there is not enough 
living room space per each patient; there is a 
need for more bathrooms; the bathtubs are 
not properly installed, and bathrooms have no 
showers; it does not have a fire protection 
sprinkler system which is required if the 
nursing home is located more than three 
miles from fire station 
In addition, kitchen and dining room facili 
ties are outmoded. 
The state requires hall widths lie at least 


eight feet but they are six; room walls are one 
loot closer together than is allowed 
To provide the proper living space for each 
patient the state requires would result in a re 
duct ion m the number of beds and yet it is 
estimated the home should have a capacity of 
at least 120 beds Present bed capacity is 84 
The stall- says no bathroom should lie 
farther than 50 feel from any patient, hut in 
the nursing home they are Bath tubs are to be 
so installed that they can be entered from 
three sides, at LCNH they are installed so 
they only be entered from one side 
Each 
bathroom should have a shower but none in 
LCNH has one 


The nursing home is six miles from the 
Dixon fire station, the nearest, and hence, is 
required to have a fire protection sprinkler 
system but does not have one 
In 1966, estimated costs to remodel the 
nursing home was between $566,000 and 
$600,000 and would have resulted in the loss 
ol

rooms 
Today, 
the 
same 
remodeling costs would probably reach $1 
million and then might not meet the tougher 
state requirements and would reduce the 
home's capacity to 66

by Mayor George W. Lindquist 
Tuesday morning that the city 
should plan to extend its sewer 
system to the 111. 26 interchange 
of the East-West Tollway and 
unanimously gave an okay for 
engineering studies to begin. 
Peter Oleson, engineer for 
Knoerle, Bender, Stone and As­ 
sociates, 
Chicago, 
consultant 
engineers retained by the toll­ 
way authority, Tuesday 
told 
Mayor Lindquist and Commis­ 
sioner Jam es 
G. 
Burke the 
lines, if extended, should be 
completed by October, 1972, to 
fit in with tollway construction 
schedules. 
In presenting the question to 
the council, Mayor Lindquist 
stressed the fact the Chicago 
and N orthw estern R ailro ad 
tracks had long been a barrier 
to the development of the city to 
the south and that the coming of 


the toll way can break through 
this if the city extends water 
and sewer lines into the area. 
He cited the fact the area 
south of the city is level and 
more suitable for development 
than other areas which have 
been 
developed 
because 
no 
natural barrier existed 
Lindquist noted, “ many ef­ 
forts to accomplish this purpose 
have been made over the past 
several years and many people 
living south of the C&NW tracks 
have requested this service. 
“ The East-West Tollway is 
the perfect vehicle to open this 
area for growth and develop­ 
ment.” 
Oleson 
told 
Lindquist 
and 
Burke Tuesday morning that at 
the last interchange put in on 
the tollwav system, motels were 
finished before the road con­ 
struction was concluded and the 
interchange was 
opened 
for 
traffic. 
He also 
remarked, 
“ Land 
south of Dixon is getting pretty 
high priced.” 
On the more technical side of 
extending sanitary sewer lines, 


the mayor told the council, 
“ The sewage plant capacity can 
handle this new development 
and that sometime a new trunk 
line to the sewage treatment 
plant in the west end will have 
to be laid and when it is the 
pressure on existing trunk lines 
will be eased ” 
Lindquist 
cautioned, 
“ no 
community can stand still with­ 
out boing backwards. 
“ I believe in the next 10 years 
the people of this community 
will see economic and industrial 
development surpassing what 
happened during the past 
10 
years,” he declared. 
Burke commented “ This ties 
in with an overall plan for ex­ 
pansion which will eventually 
bring the Industrial Park into 
the city.” 
He 
reported 
tollway 
engi 
neerssaid the toll authority will 
“ be willing to invest something 
in this project by running sewer 
and water lines under the toll 
way, leaving them open-ended 
for further development south 
of the tollway.” 
Burke further recalled Oleson

Nixon needs new pact 


It is difficult to describe how very 
concerned high officials in the Nixon 
administration are over the present 
state of relations with the Soviet 
Union. 
There is a real desire here, 
clearly evident when one talks with 
any official dealing with the 
problem, for some sort of relaxation 
of tensions with Moscow. 
President Nixon, like President 
Eisenhower, in whose objectives 
Nixon has very great faith, believes 
that he would secure his place in his­ 
tory if he could achieve any sort of 
reasonable accommodation. 
Equally important, if some 
working agreement is not achieved, 
it is difficult to see how the President 
can solve a host of other problems 
which plague the country and there­ 
fore plague his administration. 
Chief among these are a reason­ 
able defense budget to make 
possible a step up in domestic pro­ 
grams, an end to the draft and real 
peace in Vietnam and the Middle 
East. 
It is not the attitude of the 
Russian 
negotiators 
at 
SALT 
(Strategic Arms Limitation Talks), 
or on Berlin or the Arab-Israeli war 
that concersn the White House. The 
Russians are tough negotiators 
looking out for Moscow’s interests 
and they fight, as expected, on every 
point. 
The problem is that no arms or 
nonaggression agreement is worth 
the paper it is written on unless both 
countries have the will to enforce it. 
There are cases where a means 
exists for quick, effective action 
against a violator, as in the accord 
on Cuba. In that situation, the Soviet 
Union has made a series of attempts 
to establish a missile-submarine 


base at Cienfuegos in violation of the 
agreement with President Kennedy. 
But they have been restrained by a 
combination of almost instant air 
intelligence and the ability of the 
United States to react. 
In the case of a strategic arms 
agreement with Russia, it is vir­ 
tually impossible to devise a sure 
means for enforcement. We discover 
advanced strategic missile develop­ 
ments only after the first missile (or 
prototype) is displayed or put in its 
silo. This could be dangerously late. 
When a Soviet violation is dis­ 
covered, it is very difficult in the 
open society of the United States to 
convince the public that a violation 
has occurred which is serious 
enough to risk a new arms race. 
Nixon is known to believe that 
even on such a relatively simple 
matter as West Berlin, an agree­ 
ment—no matter how precisely 
written—can be nullified by Russian 
and East 
German 
bureaucratic 
harassment. Therefore it could be 
effective only if the general East 
Europe-West Europe political situ­ 
ation improved. 
In this sense a SALT agreement 
becomes practical only if there is a 
mutual U.S.-Soviet accommodation 
on world-wide differences of such a 
character that there is no incentive 
for Moscow to cheat. 
For one thing, a Soviet willing­ 
ness to accommodate on an equal 
exchange basis would tend to indi­ 
cate that the current Soviet attitude 
was indeed one of live and let live. 
Without accommodation, the 
assumption in Washington is that 
Moscow will make determined re­ 
peated attempts to evade any agree­ 
ment it makes, as it has in Cien­ 
fuegos. 


Surviving hard times 


Between inflation and recession, 
a lot of people who never expected it 
are facing a genuine money crisis 
for the first time in their lives. 
Engineers, salesmen, executives 
and even airline pilots are among 
those who have been hard hit by 
what has happened in the past 18 
months. Lots of people who had nev­ 
er even seen an unemployment of­ 
fice now make the weekly visit to 
pick up an insurance check. 
Being broke, or close to it, can be 
a shattering experience. But it’s a 
bad time to come unglued. You will 
need all your wits about you if you’re 
going to come through this period 
with a minimum of damage. 
Here are five rules suggested by 
a banker familiar with the shatter­ 
ing effect such a situation can pro­ 
duce: 
Don’t Panic— Chances are you 
owe money on a car, a home, a cou­ 
ple of appliances and other elements 
in the good life. Face up to it. Unless 
you plan to take it on the lam to Bra­ 
zil, avoiding your creditors will only 
prolong your pain. Worse yet, it will 
force them to take some kind of ac­ 
tion to protect themselves, action 
that may prevent you from finding a 
less-painful solution. 
Talk to Creditors— No retailer or 
lender wants to take back your 
goods or hale you into court, if he 
can help it. Experience has taught 


him that he is apt to fare better in 
the long run if he lets you try to work 
your way out of the pit. 
Aim for More Time— At least 
half the trouble in cases like that is 
that not only do you owe a lot of mon­ 
ey, but you owe it right now. Fifteen 
hundred dollars due a week from 
Friday will certainly produce ul­ 
cers. The same $1,500 refinanced— 
and payable in monthly installments 
over the next two years— is a far 
more manageable proposition. 
Show Responsibility— Almost 
any creditor is searching for some 
sensible way out in cases like this. 
Remember that while being unem­ 
ployed may be a personal tragedy to 
you, your creditors view it as one of 
the unavoidable problems connected 
with being in business. 
What they are searching for is 
some evidence that you have some 
hope of working your way out of this 
hole, if you are given a chance. 
The Last Resort— In the darkest 
moments, personal bankruptcy may 
seem to offer a practical escape 
from the mess you’re in. Unfortu­ 
nately, bankruptcy is like amputa­ 
tion. It may cure the immediate 
problem, but it leaves aftereffects 
that never disappear. 
Years later, when time has dulled 
the details in your own mind, a 
clouded credit record will still be fol­ 
lowing you like a family ghost. 


'69 U.S. pay out 


In 1969, the United States paid out 
more than $307 million to interna­ 
tional organizations. 
F’rom this amount we put up 42 
per cent of the budget for the United 
Nations peacekeeping force based 
on Cyprus. Financed 65.6 per cent of 
the cost of the Inter-American In­ 
dian Institute; 66 per cent of the 
budget pf the Inter-American In­ 
stitutes of Agricultural Sciences; the 
same percentage of the Pan 
American Health Organization’s 
budget, and 95 per cent of the budget 
of the Inter-American Tropical Tuna 


Commission. 
We provided 58 per cent of the 
money spent by the International In­ 
stitute for Cotton; 33 per cent of the 
money for the Internationa! North 
Pacific Fisheries Commission, and 
29 per cent of the money that went to 
the Bureau of International Exhibi­ 
tions. 
The United Nations Fund for 
Population Activities got 79 per cent 
of its money from the U.S. and 
American paid almost 56 per cent of 
the funds spent by the United Na­ 
tions Relief and Works Agency. 


Cost of government inflation never ends

If ycu’d like to know, there’s only 
one kind of inflation that never ends. 
That’s in the cost of government. 
The Tax Foundation, a non-profit 
organization in New York, has been 
keeping score for a long time, and it 
has put the statistics all together in a 
new edition of its “ Facts and 
Figures on Government Finance.’’ 
As this column has frequently 
noted, it’s your money—and if you 
like things the way they are, no one 
can complain. An organization was 
formed some years ago to fight the 
high cost of government and govern­ 
ment waste. It appealed to taxpay­ 
ers for one simoleon, as they used to 
say in the old carnival days, to carry 
out its work—and it starved to death. 
Here are a few figures that 
should jostle you: 
If you work an eight-hour day, 
you are spending two hours and 37 
minutes for the tax collector, one 
hour and three minutes to pay for 
food and tobacco, one hour and one 
minute for housing, 38 minutes for 
transportation, 25 minutes for 


clothing, 23 minutes for medical, 19 
minutes for recreation, and one hour 
and 34 minutes for all other ex­ 
penses. In short, the government 
gets more of your pay check than 
you put out for food, shelter, and 
clothing. 
In the 20 years between 1949 and 
1969, the number of civilians on the 
federal, state, and local payrolls 
more than doubled—from six million 
to almost 13 million. The monthly 
cost of paying these workers was 
$1.4 billion in 1949; in 1969, it had 
jumped to $7.6 billion, or a 443 per 
cent increase. Interestingly, the 
number of federal 
workers in­ 
creased by 45 per cent, but state and 
local workers went up 134 per cent, 
which may explain why so many 
states and cities are facing bank­ 
ruptcy. Monthly costs in both cate­ 
gories rose 335 per cent for federal, 
506 per cent for state and local. 
While the quality of education 
deteriorated sharply in those two 
decades, the number of people on 
state and local levels working in that 
field increased from 1.66 million to

Harry’s wife was furious when he 
got home last night.

Foundation’s fault.” 
“ Who or what is the Tax Founda­ 
tion?” 
Harry referred to his notes. “ A 
nonprofit organization engaged in 
research and education. See, they 
put out this thing saying that, in 1971, 
Americans will have to work two 
hours and 37 minutes of their eight- 
hour day to earn enough to pay their 
taxes.” 
“ That still leaves you five hours 
and 33 minutes,” said the little wom­ 
an, who is very quick with figures. 
“ So why are you an hour and a half 
late?” 
“ I’ll explain, I’ll explain. But I 
need a drink.” Harry poured himself 
a sarsaparilla and sank into a chair. 
“ Well, the Tax Foundation broke 
down the rest of my eight hours of 
work, saying how much time I need­ 
ed to pay for housing, transportation 
and things like that. But first I have 
to earn for taxes, or I go to jail and 
we lose the house, and so on— right? 
So from 9 o’clock to 10:45, I earn for 
taxes.” 
“ That’s an hour and 45 minutes. 
You said two hours 37.” 
“ I know. Coffee break from 10:45 
to 11, and then back to earning for 
taxes, until 11:52. O.K.? Then I 
started on housing— one hour and 
one minute. I worked on that till 12, 
went to lunch until 1 o’clock—” 
“ Why a whole hour for lunch, you 
loafer, when you’ve got all this 
work?” 
“ 1 don’t want an hour for lunch!” 
Harry screamed. “ I can’t afford it! 
But it’s company rules!” He took a 


gulp of sarsaparilla. “ O.K., back to 
housing after lunch. I finished that 
off at 1:52. Next, transportation: 38 
minutes. That took me to 2:31. Then 
I have to take the coffee break from 
2:30 to 2:45. Company policy. I 
cheated one minute. ” 
“ You don’t have to tell me you’re 
a cheater. Goon.” 
Harry looked at his notes. “ Food 
and tobacco— one hour and three 
minutes. That took me till 3:46. 
Clothing, 25 minutes. I guess the Tax 
Foundation didn’t know about your 
$36 shoes. Anyway, clothing until 
4:11. Medical, 23 minutes. That took 
me to 4:34. Recreation, 10 min­ 
utes—” 
“ Recreation! You get two coffee 
breaks, an hour for lunch, and you 
take 19 minutes out for recreation?” 
Harry’s lips tightened. “ I have to 
work 19 minutes a day to pay for rec­ 
reation,” he said. “ Junior’s guitar 
strings, your bridge club and life’s 
other pleasures, and it took me until 
4:53 today. That left seven minutes 
to quitting time, and I still had an 
hour and 34 minutes of work.” 
‘Tor what?” 
“ The Tax Foundation says it’s for 
‘all other.’ I don’t know; I suppose 
like insurance, savings—” 
“ Hah! By ‘all other’ they mean 
what we don’t have any of.” 
“ I guess so,” said Harry tiredly. 
“ Anyway, I finally got through at 
6:27, and look what time it is, and I 
have to be back at work at 9 in the 
morning so I can work until 11:52 
again to pay for taxes, and so on. 
How about dinner?” 
‘‘It’s burned up.” 
‘‘I’ll ask Marty, the accountant, if 
I can take it as a tax deduction. How 
about a peanut butter sandwich 
while I try to figure out what hap­ 
pened to my eight-hour day?” 
(Newspa per Enterprise Assn.) 


5.06 million, or 205 per cent. Monthly 
costs of education rose from $385 
million to $2.8 billion, or 635 per cent. 
And of that, the lion’s share was 
taken by the state educationists, a 
whopping increase of 855 per cent. 
At this rate, by the time the cost of 
education reaches $4 billion, our 
schools will be worth a little less 
than nothing. Consider that in 1949 
the average cost per pupil was $420, 
but by 1967 it had leaped to $659. 
And what about your taxes? In 
1956, federal, state, and local 
governments were exacting a total 
of $100 billion from the taxpayers— 
or $2,045 per household. In Fiscal 
1971, the figure is an estimated $281 
billion—or $4,328 per household. This 
is an increase of roughly 181 per 
cent. State and local taxes more 
than doubled in all but 10 states, with 
the smallest increase 86 per cent in 
Montana. Leading the parade were 
Delaware, with a 170 per cent in­ 
crease, and Maryland, with 156 per 
cent. Interestingly, Texas just 
slipped under that 100 per cent in­ 
crease with 99 per cent. 


Welfare? In the 1957-1969 period, 
the national average rose 247 per 
cent, with Maryland leading at 615 
per cent (from $27 million to $193 
million); New York second, up 515 
per cent (from $359 million to $2.2 
billion); Nevada third, up 450 per 
cent (from $4 million to $22 million); 
and California fourth, up 453 per 
cent (from $416 million to $2.3 
billion, the nations’s highest welfare 
bill). 
In roughly the same period, the 
gross federal debt—and gross is a 
good word for it—increased by $100 
billion. This means that in 1957 every 
living American man, woman, and 
child had a debit of $1,588; by 1970, 
this had been upped to a red-ink per 
capita figure of $1,816. 
Read ’em and weep. Then ask 
yourself what you are getting today 
from your government—state, local, 
or federal—that’s better than what 
you were getting two decades ago. 
More crime, maybe?

It all started, naturally, be­ 
cause a set of two melody bells 
was donated to the Dixon State 
School in 1960. 
The recently acquired Swiss 
handbells, notes Mrs. Fritz, dif­ 
fer from the others in that they 
are finely tuned precision in­ 
struments and require certain 
techniques. “ The bells,” she 
says, “ which consist of two 
chromatic scales, are held in 
the inverted position by the 
ringer. Each resident has one 
bell. The actions are sensitive 
and the ringer must always be 
on the alert. 
“ Each ringer becomes part of 
the whole during the perform­ 
ance. All play by the cue sys­ 
tem. The director, of course, 
knows where each bell is locat­ 
ed and when it is to be sounded, 
keeping in mind the rhythm and 
individual ringer. In maintain­ 
ing a strict meter, the coordina­ 
tion of the ringer improves, and 
so does the stimulus and reac­ 
tion time. 
“ Our bell ringers have given 
a lot of performances here, at 
public schools, women’s clubs, 
churches, and even over the ra­ 
dio. And while we are losing 
residents regularly through 
transfers to other institutions 
and elsewhere— we hope the 
bellringers will be around for a 
long time.

He said more de­ 
tailed plans should have been 
submitted so leg islators can bet­ 
ter judg e the impact they ’re 
likely to have if enacted by the 
assembly . 
Schlickman said Fawell’s only 
possible motive for attacking 
the aid prog ram was to “g et 
ink ’’ because, Schlickman said, 
“ Harris worked all along with 
us on this project. There were 
no surprises Tuesday .’’ 
Fawell denied he’s seeking 
press play . “On a subject as 
volatile as this — would it do 
any one any g ood?” 
Predicts. Stiff. Fig ht 
Fawell does concede his fig ht 
to force modification of the aid 
prog ram, particularly the pro­ 
vision permitting flat g rants, 
will be stiff. The only other 
commission member who voted 
ag ainst the plan. Assistant Sen­ 
ate Minority L eader Robert 
Coulson, has indicated he will 
vote for the aid prog ram when 
it’s presented in bill form 
“ I suppose my efforts are like 
spitting ag ainst the wind,” Fa­ 
well said. “ But th e y ’ve not 
heard the last of this.

Fawell said he is particularly 
incensed because the 14-mem­ 
ber commission, “with the ex­ 
ceptions of Coulson and my - 
~self,’’ is composed of men “so 
biased toward some kind of aid 
to parochial schools they never 
seriously considered the possi­ 
bility of g iving no aid at all.” 
The result, Fawell said, was 
a parochiaid prog ram influenc­ 
ed by “Og ilvie, Daley (Chicag o 
May or Richard .1.) and the 
Chicag o Archdiocese. We need 
people from the public educa­ 
tion sector, from the black com­ 
munity , so we could have an 
even balance on the commis­ 
sion.” 
Not Og ilvie’s Prog ram 
Schlickman said Fawell’s ap­ 
pointment as vice chairman of 
the study g roup was a direct 
response to his charg e that the 
commission was laden too heav­ 
ily with pro parochiaid people.

proponent of parochiaid — the 
Catholic hierarchy .” 
Fawell said he will “contin­ 
ue to speak out,” demanding a 
more detailed parochiaid pack­ 
ag e, “even thoug h the commis­ 
sion thinks someone who’ll ex­ 
press these views must be a 
big ot and anti-Catholic.” 


He said he’s not necessarily 
opposed to some form of paro­ 
chiaid (“ I come from an ecu­ 
menical family ” ) but he said 
he wants to make sure it does 
what it’s intended to do.

Fawell said the flat g rant pro­ 
posal will permit middle class 
parents to enroll their children 
in private and parochial schools 
that can “pick and choose,” 
leaving only the poor to fill the 
public school halls.

Fawell fears would allot from 
$48 to $60 to parents of a child 
attending a parochial g rade 
school and from $60 to $90 to 
parents of hig h school students 
enrolled in nonpublic schools. 
The exact amount would be de­ 
termined by how much state 
aid public schools in the district 
g et. 
The plan’s other two propos­ 
als, sug g estions Fawell said he 
“could g o for” if they were 
spelled out more exactly , call 
for supplementary support for 
schools attended by children 
from poverty -level families and 
funds for cooperative prog rams 
between 
private 
and 
public 
schools. 


State Auxiliary Funds 
Under the commission plan, 
auxiliary funds up to $560 for 
private g rade schools and up to 
$7 00 for nonpublic hig h schools 
teaching students from poverty - 
level families would be provid­ 
ed by the state. 


The plan also seeks $5 mil­ 
lion to set up reciprocal educa­ 
tional 
prog rams 
between 
a 
town’s 
private 
and 
public 
schools. 


Fawell said many of the safe­ 
g uards he thinks the aid pro­ 
g ram needs 
“to reduce the 
chances for disaster” can be 
added when the proposals are 
drawn up in bill form.

SPRINGFIELD. 111. (AP) - 
The Illinois Senate adopted a 
resolution Monday urg ing , but 
not commanding , the state di­ 
rector of personnel to remove 
restrictions on pay increases 
for state employ es at the hig h­ 
est steps. 
Sen. Sam M. Vadalabene, D- 
Edwardsville, said in support of 
his resolution, which g oes to 
the House, that four out of five 
state employ es at steps five 
and six in their rating do not 
receive performance increases. 
Step seven is a hig h point. 
“At Alton State Hospital,” he 
said, “66 per cent of the work­ 
ers are stuck at steps five and 
six, unable to receive y early 
performance increases unless 
they receive a superior per­ 
formance increase.” 
“These (superior) increases 
are actually g iven to fewer 
than the (permissible) m ax­ 
imum number of 20 per cent of 
the employ es at steps five and 
six,” he said. 
He said retirement benefits 
are impaired ,by the use of su­ 
perior performance increases. 
Since retirement benefits are 
based on the last five y ears’ 
averag e earning s, pension in­ 
come is reduced because of the 
lack of performance increases, 
Vadalabene added. 
Sen. Jack Kneupfer, R-Elm- 
hurst, opposed the resolution 
which passed with one dissent­ 
ing vote. If the restrictions were 
rem oved, he 
said, w ork ers 
could be advanced “ because 
they ’ve been 
setting around 


here long enoug h,” and not be­ 
cause of merited performance. 
State personnel director Alan 
Drazek said his department 
was conferring with employ e 
g roups on possible alternatives. 
Drazek said, however, that 
any alternative would not offer 
strictly 
automatic 
advances 
without reference to perform­ 
ance. He said Vadalabene mis­ 
stated in a statement the steps 
involved. Drazek said the steps 
were six and seven, instead of 


five and six. 
The Senate also sent to the 
House a resolution calling for 
continuation of an investig ation 
by a joint House-Senate com­ 
mittee of rural telephone serv­ 
ice. 
Vadalabene, the sponsor, said 
pressure should be continued on 
the Illinois Commerce Commis­ 
sion which has ordered up­ 
g rading of the rural service, 
particularly reduction of multi­ 
party lines.
